Livingston Says Nation of Idiots 


“We are rapidly becoming a nation of 
Livingston, assistant professor of social 


jected Dr. John C. 


‘idiots’,”” in- 


science, at the ASSSC convocation Wednesday in the college 
gymnasium, Livingston continued, “We aren’t idiots in the 


modern sense of that word, but in its original Greek mean- 


ix. For the root of the word 
idiot is the word that the Atheni- 
in Geeks applied to the purely 
private citizen.” 

“The Athenians,” observed Liv- 
ingston, “like our own founding 
fathers, regarded democracy as 
government that rests on the free 
consent of the governed.” The 
Athenians gave sore conditions 
that must be met if the consent 
is to be free. Livingston state 
“The first condition is that im 
dividualism not be allowed to de- 
generate into self-centered ego- 
tism.” 

According to Livingston, ‘‘poli- 
tics in a democracy is the means 
by which individualism can be 
kept from degeneral og into ego- 
tism. In order to accomplish this 
purpose democratic polities must 
be directed to debating and de- 
fining the public interest.” 


The Athenian’s coset require- 


ment, he said, was that “when 
men ‘treat of public affairs in 
public’ they do so by appealing 


to men’s reason.” 

The sacred principle of demo- 
cratic governments, according to 
Jefferson is not that the ma- 
jority should rule, but that the 
vill of the majority is in all 
i to prevail. Livingston as- 
‘rted that the sacred principle 


iat will, to be rightful rust 
be reasonabie. The test of 
whether a government rests on 


the consent of the governed lies 
in whether the policies of govern- 
ment have been adopted on the 


basis of appeals to reason, he 
stated,

Noise is Commen 
First of all, we would notice 


the extreme noise that goes on 
during any performance: people 
talk, eat, sip tea, and make a 
Saturday matinee sound like a 
quiet day in Sunday school. They 
are not impolite, but this is how 
they show their appreciation. 

Another thing we note that is 
extremely unusual as far as we 
are concerned is the stage man- 
ager sitting with the script on 
stage. In the American Theater 
any prompting is done from off 
siage, never in view of the audi- 
ence. 

Stage Is Base 

The stage is quite bare, also. 
The property man is the person 
who is used instead of any elab- 
orate settings. He draws imagin- 
ary doors and windows and lets 
the audience contrive their own 
sets ot of their mind's eye. 

A Chinese actor is never al- 
lowed to fall on the stage be- 
cause it might ruin one of their 
elaborate and expensive cos- 
tumes. The property man may 
come out on stage with a red 
flag, for example, and this means 
the actor has fallen. 

Use Smali Gestures 

There are hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of small gestures the actor 
uses to convey his message to 
the audience. Needless to say the 
audience must be almost as well- 
educated to the stage as the 
actors. Quite a switch, eh? Im- 
agine the American § audience

In reminiscing about the World 
War IL experience, Hume in-

a conception of man that implies 
that men are moral agents, capa- 
bie of making moral choices.” 
“The men who staked the fu- 
ture of our nation on this model 
regarded it as no more than an 
experiment. They understood 
that in a free society, men might 
stili be unfree.” Livingston re- 
marked that “a vote could be 
based on an appeal to emotions 
or on irrelevant propaganda sym- 
American politics, according to 
Livingston, employ manipulating 
techniques. Candidates appeal to 
voters with issues which are ir- 
relevant to the real issues. “Last 
years election in California 
makes an interesting case study,” 
he commented, continuing that 
“they give good evidence of 
politicians evading the relevant 
He concluded that “There are 
great and still viable resources in 
our hisorical heritage. But their 
rediscovery and their adaptation 
to the conditions of modern life 
cannot be made available in 
platitudes. They yield only to 
the man who has rediscovered 
his own consciousness and knows 
that the hard discipline of the 
mind is the road to freedom.”

Idiots ! 


“We are rapidly becoming a nation of idiots”, or in 
other words, a people who are pathetically disinterested 
in the operation of their political society, stated Dr. John 
C. Livingston, assistant professor of government, at a 
convocation Wednesday. 

Why has this situation come about in a democratic 
society? The obvious answer to this question is found in 
the conduct of political campaigns by the professional 
manipulators of consent and desire, the public relations 
firms. 

The Hornet submitts that the manipulation effect is 
a result of the idiot complex rather than the fundamental 
cause of the complex. The cause of the complex is to be 
found in the American educational system which presents 
the democratic concept via the great and infallible man 
concept. Students are presented a pat and effective system 
of government to the extent that they feel littl or no need 
to be involved, since the system is all good and beneficial. 
Although Livingston didn’t deal with the problem directly, 
his quotation from an 8th grade text book, “Our govern- 
ment is made up of many people working to make our 
standard of living better’, is definitely indicative of the 
type of presentation made to junior and senior high stu- 
dents. 

A part of the American process which Livingston 
brought out very emphatically pertains to the criteria used 
bv the voting public when determining a proper candidate 
for an office. The current procedure is to determine which 
of the candidates has the most children, loves his mother 
the most, is the greatest patriot and has the most photo- 
genie face. This procedure is instilled in the citizen all dur- 
ing his years of education. Even during the college experi- 
ence the student is encouraged to vote for candidates on 
the basis of their social achievements and handsome faces, 

Granted, the outcome of student body elections is of 
little importance on a long term basis, but the conduct of 
these elections is indicative of the attitude built up in citi- 
zens concerning election procedures, If there is one place in 
the society where the democratic ideal of rational choice 
should prevail, it is on a college campus. 

This latter point is especially true when considered in 
light of the belief that students are perceptive, intelligent 
citizens. 

If the Madison Avenue approach to politics is ever to 
be eliminated from the American scene it must be attacked 
through the educational system. 











Lincoln, Nixon Lives Parallel

During this month, which marks the 150th anniversary 
of the birth of Abraham Lincoln, the still-meaningful words 
of the “Railsplitter” are being quoted widely again. 

There is inspiration for all in the life of Lincoln. 

But if we were called upon to single out the one man to 
whom Lincoln's life should mean most, our nomination 
would be Richard M. Nixon. 

This would be true if we looked only upon the contro- 
versy which surrounded Lincoln during most of his political 
life. He was a man who gave his views directly. His de- 
bates with Stephen Douglas were openly argued and ac- 
claimed. He was widely criticized by all three of his op- 
ponents as he ran for president. As president he was de- 
nounced often in the press. Things reached a point where 
his sons were taunted by schoolmates. 

Even on the eve of the Gettysburg address there were 
fights in the street beiow his hotel. 

Lincoln remained above it all with “malice toward 
none: with charity for all; with firmness for the right.” 

Richard Nixon, too, has been engaged in controversies 
during most of his political career. He won his seat in 
Congress after widely publicized debates against Rep. H. 
Jerry Voorhis. As a senator and as Vice President of the 
United States, his ability and devotion to duty have been 
criticized by but few. But political opponents of this ad- 
ministration have made him their center of attack, Car- 
toonists have caused one of his daughters to cry as she 
was taunted in school. 

Nixon is dedicated to young people. He visits many 
schools to advise students to take an interest in government. 

The parallel does not stop there. Lincoln was greatest 
during crisis. Nixon has this quality also—witness his 
1952 fund speech, the President's heart attacks, his ex- 
periences with mad mobs in Latin America. 

Both were strong in their Republican philosophical 
fervor for the rights of the individual. 

Both men struggled to finish law studies. Both were 
greatly influenced by early religious training, both marked 
by personal courage, both profited from the quality of 
humility. 

No one knows what the next chapter will be in Rich- 
ard Nixon’s life. But he, like most of us, can find inspira- 
tion and guidance in Lincoln's words: 

“Let us have faith that right makes might, and in 
that faith let us to the end dure to do our duty as we 
understand it.”

sure. Because Mr. Lipman, who 
frowns so on lengthy articles, 
doesn't take the time or space 
necessary to support his point, 
it must be concluded, therefore, 
that he has no substantial po- 
sition. 

It is not a question of who is 
on top of the pile and who isn't, 
but rather one of who is right 
and who is not. To illustrate this 
point with an admittedly extreme 


example, I ask who is on top 
in Russia today. I doubt seri- 
ously that Mr. Lipman would 


support Kruschev merely for be- 
ing on top. There is no intention 
here to compare ASSSC with a 
dictatorship, but rather to show 
that ASSSC occupies a position 
which eannot be successfully 
supported. It can only be ra- 
tionalized, and in a somewhat 
incomplete manner at that 

The basic fact is simple. As a 
result of a student election held 
here several years ago, a person 
must pay a membership fee to 
ASSSC before being permitted 
to enroll in classes at SSC. This 
circumstance leads inevitably to 
some startling conclusions regard- 
ing ASSSC and its position on the 
campus. 

First, it is apparent that e 
mandatory character of A* <C 
membership has instifled in vany 
students a kind of resen vent 
toward the organization, 4 ont. 
ment which manifests itself in 
indifference. I challenge Mr. Lip- 
man or anyone else to publish 
a complete list of this year's 
ASSSC-sponsored activities to- 
gether with attendance figures. 
Since last fall's enrollment was 
about 3,800, anything which at- 
tracted less than 500 students 
(or only 13 per cent), must be 
considered an abject failure. In 
view of the enrollment figure I 
don't believe that an activity 
could be considered even mod- 
erately successful unless it at- 
tracted at least 1,000 students. 
Look up these figures, Mr Lip- 
man, and experience your own 
sinking feeling 

Of course, there may be some 
activities that were well attended, 
but as a “student leader” you 
should be concerned with the 
reasons for this response. I sug- 
gest that it is not due so much 
to the quality of ASSSC leader- 
ship as to an attempt on the part 
of students to recapture their 
investment in ASSSC, hardly an 
indication of support. This 
thought might upset your smug- 


ness, Mr. Lipman, and that 
wouldn't be surprising. 
Although they know that 


ASSSC’s power to “tax’’ is based 
on a law, students still resent it. 
Because they have difficulty in 
discerning any fundamental dif- 
ference between this practice and 
the well-known protection racket. 
The thought that anyone can tre 
forced to join a social organiza- 
tion (and ultimately that is all 
ASSSC is) is alien to common 
sense and the principles of sim- 
ple justice. ASSSC may be 
founded on the rock of authority 
but that rock is underlain by a 
deep layer of ethical sand 
Finally, and most important 
there is the position of the col- 
lege itself with respect to ASSSC 
Now it should be emphasized 
again that a student 1s required 
to pay dues to ASSSC as a con- 
dition of enrollment. In other 
words, ASSSC is in the position 
of saying, “Join up or you can't 
go to school.” This circumstance 
is the result of action taken by
